When I was a boy the Jame< 
gang was reaching the zenith of its 
activities in Missouri, and else­ 
where. Bankers and operators of 
passenger trains lived in constant 
dread of raids, like the spectacu­ 
lar ones those bandits occasionally 
staged. 
I recall very well the sensation­ 
al news that Jes.-e Jam es had been 
assassinated at his home in St 
Joseph, and the indignation most 
everybody voiced 
against 
Bob 
Ford, the gang m ember wiio shot 
him. 
Our 
local 
photographer, 
Jam es T. Moss, 
hurried to St. 
Joseph and managed to get a pi< - 
ture of Jesse in his coffin. Copies 
of this photograph sold like hot 
cakes to Monroe County people. 
Most of them were voilently pro 
Southern, and of the opinion that 
Jesse and Frank had been driven 
to banditry by Northerners who 
persecuted 
them 
because they 
fought for the Confederacy. 
My mother, however, wasted no 
sym pathy on them. This was be­ 
cause the James boys. 
together 
with the Youngers and Quaotril. 
took 
possession of 
her 
father 
farm home during the war. and 
■ forced the women and their Negro 
slaves to cook everything in sigh’ 
for them. They ate heartily at noon, 
then carried off additional supplie 
oi food that had been cooked on 
their orders. The farm was neai 
the Howard and Boone County 
b >rders, and this incident was just 
before the terrible events which 
happened at C enhalia and near 
Sturgeon, 25 miles from Paris. 


A BLOODY BATTLE 
At 
Centralia. a lot of 
Union 
soldiers were taken from a train 
and shot to death. In an effort 
t > avenge that tragedy, Major. 
Johnson led 400 Union troops out 
( f Paris, contacting the Jamc*.- 
g mg near Sturgeon. In the battle 
v : iich followed 380 of 
Johnson’s 
4 ¡0 men were killed. A monument 
;o their memory stands in the Na- 
t onal Cemetery in Jefferson City. 
I belivee the name of every victim 
i 
inscribed upon it. Southerner, 
w ere thrilled as descriptions of the 
1 .ittle came in The James gang 
attacked in true Western film th n l- 
1 t style, dashing forward at top 
speed on their horses, with bridle 
( encfafd in their teeth and pistol 
m each hand.

The death of Jesse James soon 
• 7as followed by the surrender ol 
1 is brother and partner in crime. 


Frank James. The surrender was 
negotiated by Gov. Morehouse. The 
first the public knew about it was 
when the desperado walked into 
the G overnor’s office at Jefferson 
City, 
unbuckled the 
belt from 
which two big revolvers hung, laid 
the belt and weapons upon the 
desk, and received a hearty hand­ 
shake from Morehouse. He later 
was tried in a court of justice. The 
trial, however, was a mere for­ 
mality because the state wras u n­ 
able to put upon the witness stand 
anybody who really knew any­ 
thing that could be used as a 
basis for conviction. Following his 
acquittal, Frank Jam es starred it 
a num ber of county fairs, ostens­ 
ibly as an employe but in reality 
as a box office attraction. Until 
the novelty wore off, tremendous 
crowds turned out. 
Civil w ar sentiments w ere still 
running high when news of Jesse 
Jam es’ assassination spread over 
Missouri. In the7 southern counties 
there was much indignation. In the 
northern counties there was much 
rejoicing. Immediately, myths a- 
bout 
the bandit’s 
herosim and 
benefactions gained wide circula­ 
tion. In due time, the genera! pub­ 
lic came to believe that the rob­ 
beries he committed were for the 
purpose of getting money for dis­ 
tribution to the poor. Gradually, 
a new generation which was neith­ 
er northern nor 
southern came 
upon the Missouri scene. Like all 
other generations, it was disposed 
to exalt a dead m an’s virtues and 
forget his failings. In due time, 
Jesse Jam es 
became a 
second 
Robin Hood. Today, one of the 
biggest attractions motion picture 
producers put out is one which 
depicts Jesse Jam es as a reckless, 
fast shooting, generous daredevil 
who robs the rich in order to get 
money for the poor. A picture of 
this type comes out every year or 
two. Theatrical box offices fatten 
on them. 


MUSICAL PRAISE

sassination 
people 
everywhere 
were singing the lines or hum 
ming the tune of a song which 
praised his virtues and expressed 
contempt for Bob Ford, the pre­ 


tended friend who shot him down, 
The song still persists. Only a few 
evenings ago I heard it over 
radio. The chorus was 
like this. 
“Jess<7 had a wife, a m ourner 
all her life, 
Children they were brave. 
‘Twas a dirty little coward that 
shot Mr. Howard 
And laid Jesse Jam es in his 
grave.” 
The Mr. Howard mentioned in 
that chorus was none other than 
lesse. It was the name by which 
he was known to everybody ex­ 
cept his intimates. While aJt home 
n St. Joseph one day. Jesse laid 
his pistols aside, mounted a chair 
and set about the task of adjusting 
large picture to a better position. 
His guest and 
companion, 
Bob 
Ford, seized upon this opportunity 
to earn the $10,000 reward that 
had been offered for Jesse James.

Home Movie Equipment

ODAY’S column is especially 
for those who want to make 
home movies and who are trying 
to decide what type of equipment 
to buy. 
In the final stages of making 
your decision, you’ll want to con­ 
sult with your photographic deal­ 
er, but before you do that the first 
thing you should decide is whether 
you want to make 8min. or 16mm. 
movies. 
While many factors will enter 
into this choice, the foremost is 
film cost. Obviously, the larger 
film is the more expensive. So, you 
will want to take into considera­ 
tion what you are able to do with 
each size. 
The big difference lies in the 
size of the image recorded on the 
film and the resultant size of the 
image which can be projected on 
the screen. The 16mm. picture is 
twice as high and twice as wide as 
that produced on 8mm. film. There­ 


fore, you have to weigh the advan­ 
tage of the 16mm.’s large, more 
detailed pictures against the film 
economy of using the 8mm. Also, 
the 16mm film can be projected 
from a considerably greater dis­ 
tance. 
If you choose to take advantage 
of the lower priced 8mm. film, 
you’ll want your camera to be as 
good as possible to make up in 
some part for the admitted limi­ 
tations of the size of the image 
projected on the screen. 
Of course, your movie camera 
won’t be of much use to you with­ 
out a projector. While the 8mm. 
equipment isn’t drastically cheaper 
than the 16mm. projection units, 
the 8mm. projector won’t need as 
much illumination as is required 
to show 16mm. film and its smaller 
size enables use of lighter weight 
materials. It is only for those rea­ 
sons that you may expect a price 
difference.

Wealthy Trader From Santa Fe. With Silver Sewed Up in Rawhide Bags, Went
